GRAIN AND FEED 


INDIA Buys THAI Rice. India has purchased 500,000 tons of Thai rice 
for June/October delivery. India was expected to purchase rice as a result of 
a 15-percent reduction in its 1987/88 rice production due to last year's weak 
monsoon. The sale was preceeded by several months of uncertainty as previous , — 
trade meetings failed to result in Indian purchases. a 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS : = 


U.S. First Quarter Wood Products Export Value Continues To @Limb. 2 
The value of U.S. solid wood exports was nearly $1.2 billion in the first ‘ 
quarter of 1988, a 35-percent increase over the first quarter of 1987. Japan 
increased imports by more than 25 percent over the previous first quarter to 
slightly more than $471 million. All hardwood products except railroad ties 
experienced impressive gains in export value, as did most softwood products 
except railroad ties and veneer. 


U.S. hardwood lumber exports of $151.4 million were up 59 percent 
over the first quarter of 1987. The export value of hardwood flooring was up 
51 percent to $3.7 million, veneer was up 28 percent to $32.8 million and logs 
were up 18 percent to $43.4 million over the same quarter last year. Softwood 
logs and lumber experienced positive gains in the first quarter of 1988 over 
1987, increasing 48 and 22 percent, respectively, with shipments valued at 
$466.3 million and $50.3 million. The export value of softwood plywood 
increased nearly 6 percent to $67.8 million. 


Total U.S. wood product imports increased slightly to $1.2 billion 
compared to the first quarter of 1987. U.S. imports of softwood lumber from 
Canada totaled $639.7 million (3.2 billion board feet), a 5-percent decrease 
in quantity imported from 1987.

WORLD FOOD PRICES 


Food Prices Up in Most WORLD Capitals. U.S. agricultural counselors 
and attaches in 16 world capitals reported food prices were up over last 
November in 10, down in four, and relatively unchanged in two. However, much 
of the variation in the surveyed prices was due to fluctuations in the local 
currency/dollar exchange rate. 


Brasilia showed the most significant price decline of any surveyed 
capital, with food prices off 22 percent since November. However, this is a 
result of the Brazilian cruzado depreciating in value against the dollar by as 
much as 152 percent since the last survey. Measured in Brazilian cruzados, 
the food basket price actually increased by 97 percent, trailing behind the 
rate of depreciation in Brazil's currency. 


Seoul showed the most significant increase in the total price figure 
since the last survey, increasing 22 percent. This was partially the result of 
the Korean won appreciating by 8 percent against the dollar since the November 
survey as well as food prices in local currency increasing by 11 percent. The 


largest PLS movement was an increase in potato prices due to unfavorable 
weather last summer.

It is important to keep in mind when comparing these prices that they 
reflect purchases more typical of U.S. consumers rather than residents of 
other capitals. Differences in quality, packing and seasonal variation in 
supply also will affect any strict comparison between prices. It should also 
be noted that prices are current and that major price movements between 


Surveys for any given capital city may be closely linked to fluctuations in 
the local currency/U.S. dollar exchange rate for that country. 


This survey is taken in 16 world capital cities in May and November 
of each year. The retail prices quoted were derived by averaging retail 


prices for each food product taken from randomly sampled supermarkets withing 
each capital's metropolitan area. 


The following tables illustrate the results of FAS' survey of average 
retail focd prices in selected world capitals conducted in May 1988. Data are 


in U.S. dollars per kilogram or units as indicated and converted at current 
exchange rates.
